Wasntnoton, April 24.—The nine een. 
witiee on judiciary to-day submittea fonr 
reports relative to extending the right of 
suffrage to women. The adverse majority 
report was prepared by Representative May- 
bury, and saysin part: “‘To permit the en- 
trance of political contention into the home 
would be either useless or pernicious; useless 
if mam and wife agree, and pernicious if they 
differ. Inthe fermer event the volume of 
ballets alone would be increased without 
changing the results, In the latter the peace 
ana contentment of home would be 
exchanged for the. bedlam of political 
debate and become a scene of base 
and demoralizing intrigue. In another ques 
tion often suggested what portion and what 
class ef women would avail themselves of the 
privilege of suffrag e ifextended to women, 


your committeeis of opinion that while 
few intelligent women, such as appeared be 
fore the committee in advocacy of the pend 
ing measure, would overcome the obstacles 
in the way of their casting the ballot, yet the 
mass of intelligent, refiued and judiciou 
women, with the becoming modesty of thei 
sex, would shirk from the rade contact © 
the crowd, with the exceptions mentioned 
leaving tothe ignorant and vulgar the exclu 
sive right to speak for the gentler sex in pub 
lic aflairs.”’ 
WouMAN’S SMILES WOULD IMPROVE THEM 

Messrs. Reea, KE. B Layior, Ll. M. Browne 
and McCord, in their minority report say 
‘-The association of the sexes in the fami. 
circle, in society and business, 
proved improving to both, there is neitbe 
history, reason nor sense to justify the asser~ 
tion that association in politics 
will tend to demoralize_ either. No 
reason on earth can be given by those who 
claim the suffrage as a mghtof manhood 
which does pot makeita rightof woman- 
hood also. If suffrage be given man to pro- 
tect him in his life, bberty and property, the 
same reasons urge that it be given to woman, 
for she has the same life, liberty and pro~ 
perty to protect. 

NOT FAR OFF. 

Mr. Dorsheimer, whiie concurring with the 
majority in recommending thatthe matter 
be iaid on the table, says. “‘I think it proba. 
bie that the iaterests of suciety wiil soon re- 
quire that woman should have the right of 
suffrage, andl am not willing to say more 
than thatthe presentis not an opportune 
time for the submission of the proposed 
amendment,’’ 

JUDGE POLAND'S PHILOSOPHY 

Mr. Polanu’s report says: Tne office and 
duty which nature bas devolved upon 
woman during all the active and vigoruus 
portions of her life wou!d ofven render it im- 
possible and sti!l more iudelicate for her to 
appear and act in caucuses, conventions, etc., 
or to act as a member of the legislature, or as 
juror or judge. I cannot brisg myself to 
believe tuat any large portion ot the iatelli- 
gent women of this country desire such 
thing granted, or would perform any such 
duties if the chance were offered them.

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AID FOR NEW OKLEANS. 


Matoe Petitions for Loutsiana— the Abandoned Mills 
tary lieservations. 

WasHineton, April 24.—In the senate, 
among petitions printed and appropriately 
referred, were the foilowing: 

By Mr. Frye, of Maine, from the governor, 
executive council, secretrry of state, anu 
other citizens of Maine, praying that con- 
gress nay appropriate money in aid of the 
cotton exposition of New Orieans. In pre- 
senting the petition Mr. Frye remarked that 
Maire was as far from Louisiana as one couid 
reach within the limits of the United Scates, 
and he was very glad his state took so much 
interest in the New Orleans cotion exposi- 
tion. He sincerely hoped that a suitable ap-~ 
propriation for the exposition wouid be made 
by congress. 

The chair laid before the senate a commu- 
nication from the attorney general, request- 
ing that immediate provision be made by 
jvint resolution of congress for the payment 
of jurors and witnesses for the United Siates 
courts. The sum recommended is $6) 000. 
The attorney general states that the courts 
are in session all over the country, and there 
is no money to pay jurors or witnesses, 

Mr. Wilson gave notice that to-morrow, at 
» o'clock, he would cali up, in order to give 
its reference to the committee and inake 
some remarks on the subject involved, his 
bill on inter state commerce, 

ABANDONED MILITARY RESERVATIONS, 

At expiration of the morning business the 
senate proceeded to the calendar, first taking 
up the bill to provide forthe disposal of the 
abandoned military reservations. Afier 
amendments, on motion of Messrs. Mauder- 
son, Conger, Bowen, and others, the bill was 
passed. it authorizes the president, when- 
ever in his opinion any portion ofthe miil- 
tary reservation becomes useless, he sball 
place it in charge cf the secretary of the in- 
terior, who shail have it surveyed, sub-di- 
vided, appraised and sold. 

The biil amending the revised statues re- 
lating to trespassers on Indian lands was 
read a third time and passed. It adds impris- 
onment to the fine already provided for, 

JHE BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY 

At two o'clock the chair laid before the 
senate the unfinished business, being the bill 
to provide fur a bureau of animal industry 
and to suppress cattle diseases. 

Mr. McPherson moved to recommit the 
bill. While Mr. Morgan was speaking in op~ 
position tothe bill Mr. Plumb’s attention 
was diverted, and the question was put on the 
motion to recommit, and the chair, upon a 
viva voce yote had got so far as to announce 
that ‘the ayes seem to have it,” when Mr. 
Piumb rose to speak. The chair said the only 
thing in order was as to whether there should 
be a division of the senate. Oa the suggestion 
of Mr. Hoar, however, the matter was treated 
as though the question had not been put. 

Mr. Piumb then addressed the senate in re. 
ply to the objections made to the bill, and in 
Opposition to the motion to recommit. Re- 
commital, he said, would be the destruction 
of the bill, and an 
tion that ihe senate did 
want to pass any bil! on this subject of cattle 
diseases at this session. 

The remainder of the session was consumed 
in debate vetween Meesrs. Ingalls ana Mc- 
Pherson on the pending bill. 

Finally Mr. Jones, of Florida, took the 
floor, but gave way to a motion that the sen- 
ate zo into executive session. After a lew 
minutes spent in executive session the doors 
were reopened, and the senate, at 5:10 p. m., 
adjourned,

THE NAVAL BILL, 


TheOrdasnce Amendment of the Senase Concurre?, 
im by the House, 

Wasuincron, April 24—At the conriysion 
of thecali of the committees, the gouse at 
12:40 went into cOmmittee of the “ghole Mr 
Converse, of Ohio, in the c'ggir, for the 
consideration of the senate amendments to 
the naval appropriation bi{], No opposition 
to the recommendation of the non-concur: 
rence was made until the amendment ap. 
es ing $100,000 to comp vie tue ordnance 
outht ef the new cruisers was reached 
when Mr. Blackburn moved concurrence, 
He would vote, he said, for non-concurrence 
inal! thesenate amendments except this 
one. This amendment had been puton in 
the senate on the motion of the senator from 
his own state. The government had begun 
the construction of four vessels costing in the 
ageregete three million dollars. and the 
amendment simply proposed to provide the 
armament to pat onthese ships He had 
not voted for the construction of these ves 
sels. He had not favored it, but with three 
miliion dollars invested already, he was not 
willing to go before the country as refusing 
to appropriate $400,000 to make those ships 
efficient. 

Mr. Blackburn’s motion was egreed to by 
114 yeas, to 92 nays. and Mr. Randall gave 
notice that he woud demand the yeas and 
nays in the house.

COMMITItEE AND LOBBY. 


Deve'eopmen's in Congress and t'e Depar' ments — 
Changes and Prometions. 

Wasuineton, April 24.—Colonel Ames 
Webster, chief clerk in the treasury depart- 
ment, bas resigned, to take ¢ffect May 23d. 

Theodore F. Swayze, ussistant superintend- 
ent of the treasury building, will be appointed 
chief clerk. 

©. 8. Trevitt, assistant chief of the appoint- 
ment division of the treasury, was today ap- 
pointed chief of that division. 

W.S8S. Kellett, fourth class clerk, was pro- 
moted to be assistant chief. 

The president nominated James W. Lee to 
be postmaster at Aberdeen. Miss. 

Representations having been made that 
there is a scarcity of fractional silver coin in 
some business quarters it has been ascer- 
tained that the treasury has on hand of this 
coin over $29 000,000, which can be had u»on 
application and payments thereupon made 
with other funds. Since October 1, when the 
appropriation for transportation by the gov- 
ernment was exhausted, the amount of frac- 
tional! silver held by the treavury has in- 
creased $2,500,000, or from $26,500,000 to 
$29,000,000. The urgent deficiency biil con 
tains an appropriation. in acéordance with 
the treasury estimate to defray 
the expenses of transportation 
of this silver, but the bill which 
was reported to and passed py the house on 
the 17th of March, and by thesenate, with 
amendmentsonthe 2ist of March, is yet 
hung up between the two houses in confer- 
ence, and the appropriation has not yet been 
made. In the meantime the treasury is pre- 
pared to supply all applicants for fractional! 
silver coin, butin the absence of avy ap 
propriationfor express charges, the latter must 
be at the expense of those applying for 
coin, 

The secretary of the treasury to-day noti- 
fied Mr. Wilcker, coilector of customs at 
Key West, of his removal from office, and. in~ 
structed Special Agent Hobbs, now at Key 
West, to perform the datiesof collector until 
an appointment is made. 

J.C. Burrows, of Michigan, who was re: 
cently nominated and contirmed as solicitor 
of the treasury, but who had not qualified, 
has formally dec'ined the offi xe.

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BACK WaAaRD IN BUSINSSS. 


The Senate Compiatuing ofthe Siow Methods of the 
House—Bieckaded Business. 

Wasaincton, April 24.—The Evening Star 
publishes the following: There is a good 
deal of feeling in the senate because of the 
backward condition of the public business in 
ihe house. This feeling1s not confined to 
republicans, but democrats severely critic'z3 
the house fori:s inactivity and its apparent 
carelessness as to public measures. There 
are over three hundred bills whicb have 
been passed by the senate now lying upon 
the speaker's table, that have not eveao been 
referred to committees. The senator are 
saying that itis useless for that body to be 
working diligently and passing measures 
only to have them buried in the house. It 
has been sugeested that hereafcer the senate 
shall sit only about four hours each day, 
just long enough to consider and pass 
the appropriation bills and kindred meds- 
ures. andthat it sballadjourn over eaca 
week from Thursday to Mouday. Tris will 
give the senators time to attend fully to 
committee dutiesand department business, 
and will not, it is contended, cause 
any neglect “ of public business, 
es ibe bouse cannot now catch up with the 
senate. The democrats are seriously discus- 
sing the situation with a view of facilitating 
business in the house. Meny admit that the 


‘existing rules are in a measure responsibie 


forthe trouble, and it is also agreed that 
factional differences in the democratic 
majority have something to do 
with it. Some of the old mem 
bers say they never saw the business 
of congress so backward, and they think that 
only such bills as are admitted to be neces. 
sary to the proper administration of the gov- 
ernment stand muchshow of passage. Some 


suggest that a caucus of the democratic repre- 
sentatives should be called at once to take 
into consideration the present statas of busi- 
pess and to devise some plan to push thiogs 


aloog for the remainder of the session. This

THE SAGE OF GRAMERCY THE 
PEOPL&’S CHOICE, 


An Enthusiastie Convention Which Shows Itscif 
to be Full of Fire-Tne Maine Greenbackers— 
Sherman Captures Octo—Tfhe Michigan 
Com vention—O:her Politiea! News. 


Burirneton, Ia., April 24—The largest 
democratic state convention ever held in 
Iowa met in this city at eleven o'clock this 
marning in the operahouse. Every county 
in the state but Pocahontas was represented, 
and mostly with full delegations. Hon. E H 
Shields, of Dubuque, was made temporary 
chairman. In a half hour’s address, he 
awakened the enthusiasm of the convention. 
Committees on credentials, permanent organ- 
ization and resolutions were then appointed, 
after which the convention adjourned until 
two o'clock.

THE DELEGATES AT LARGE. 
The convention reassembled at two o’clack 
and J. B. Hall, of DesMoines, was made per: 
manent chairman, The convention elected 
delegates at large to the national convention 
as follows: L G. Kinne, H. H. Trimble, E. 
H. Thayerand D. M. Harrison. The dele- 
gates are uninstructed, but all favor Tilden. 
The committee on resolutions made a report, 
reatfirming adherence to the platform of the 
democratic national convention of 1876 and 
1880; favoring revenue and tariff reform, and 
opposing the late prohibition legislation in 
the state. A more emphatic resolution on the 
prohibition question was offered as a minority 
report, but it was finally disposed of by being 
referred to the next state convention. 


THE OHIO CONVEN (ION, 


Jechn Sherman Captures the Delegatcs at Large— 
The Piaform. 

CLEVELAND, April 24.—The Biaine caucus 
reassembied this morning before the conven- 
tion and voted to support the compromise 
ticket for delegates at large, namelv, Judge 
Foraker, Judge West, Judge Ambler and 
Marcus A. Hannan. Foraker and Hannan 
are regarded as for Sherman. The others are 
stroog Baine men. When the convention 
met Mr. McKinley was escorted to the chair 
by the committee, and made a brie*f&nd elo- 
quent speeeb. The names of B'aine, Sher- 
mar, Arthur, Grant, Lincoln, Edmunds and 
Garfield were joudly applauded as they were 
named by the speaker. The order of business 
adopted wes, to nominate candidates for sec- 
retary of state, supreme judge, merabers of 
the board of public works, and delegates at 
large. 

On the third ballot J. 8, Robinson, of Har- 
dion county, was chosen candidate for secre- 
tury of state. 

While the ballots were being counted the 
committee on resolu'ions reported and the 
plaiform was read. The resolutions were 
adopted, but afterward the adup‘ion was re~ 
considered, because the first resolution im- 
plied no internal revenue. 

Hon. Wm. W. Johnson, present chief 
justice of the supreme court, was renomi- 
nated, 

For member of the board of public works, 
C. A. Fiickinger, of Defiance, was nominated 
unanimously. 

Judge J. B, Foraker was then nominated 
by acclamation 

AS DELEGATE AT LARGE 

The following names were placed in nom- 
ination as candidates for delegates at large: 
Judge West, General John B. Beatty, of Co- 
lumbus; Walker 8S. Thomas, colored, Dela- 
ware; Jacob A. Ambier, Columbus; Samuel 
Craighead, Montgomery; John P. Green, 
colored, Cuyahoga; Key. James Poindexter, 
colored, Columbus; Hon 8. 8. Wasner, Wel- 
lingtono, and Wm. McKinley, Jr. When Mr. 
McKinley’s pame was meotioned, a mo'ion 
was made to nomina'‘e him by acclamation. 
He being the presiding officer, mod- 
estiy refused to put the motion 
but General Grosvenor, stepped to the 
front, put the motion and it was carried with 
enthusiasm. Mr. McKinley is rot committed, 
but is considered to be for Sherman. He in- 
sisted that heshould not be elected. He had 
promised his friends that he would not bea 
candidate as long as certain gentlemen were 
in the field—naming Messrs) Ambler and 
Hanna—and he could not accept. 

Voices—*' You caunot withdraw—no, no!”’ 

He persisted in declaring that he was not 
to be elected. On the questionas to whether 
two or three delegates were to be elected, he 
decided that there were to bethree. An ap- 
peal was taken, and the decision was not 
sustained, but he announced _ that 
three delegates were yet to be elected, and 
the ballot was taken. Before the announce- 
ment of the vote could be made, there was a 
rush to change from various candidates to 
McKinley, whereupon Judge West moved 
that he be elected by acclamation. The 
motion was carried unanimousiy amid 
cheers, 

A motion was then made to elect Judge 
West by acclamation which was tabied, and 
a ballot ordered. Before the vote was an- 
nounced, a motion was made to elect Mar- 
cus A, Hanna by acciamation, which was 
carried, This is regarded as another Sher- 
man victory. 

A motion to suspend the rules and elect 
Beatty,enother Sherman man,by acclamation 
was __ lost. As the balloting 
proceeded many charges © 
votes were made. Judge West received 390 
votes and was declared elected as the fourtao 
delegate. General Beatty received 257. The 
yotes of the other candidates were not an- 


nounced, , 
Tne f llowing alternates were elected: Rev. 


Jas. Poindexter, colored, of Columbas, Gra- 


bam Duell, colored, of Clark county; John P. 
Green, colored, Cleveland, and Robert Har- 
lan, colored, Circinuati. General Beatty and 
General Jas.

THE PLATFORM. 

The ge gee on resolutions, to whom the 

platform had been recommitied, reported as 
tollows:

That the doctrine of the demosratic party favor- 
ing the putting of avhat is improperly called ‘ raw 
material,’’ euch as ore, pigiron, wool, etc,. on the 
free list, is dangerous, andif carned out will be 
destructive of the best interests of the nation. 

That the reduction of the duties oa imported 
wools made by the act of 1883 has seriously injured 
the prosperity of an important agricultural pursuit, 
in which more than a million of our citizens are 
engaged. and unless this legislation be amended 
the business of woo! growing will be para!yzed., if 
it be not transferred to foreign nations Therefore 
we demand the restoration of the wool tariff of 
1°67, which gavethe first and only substantia) 
= ever offered to husbandry in the United 

ates. 

That the republican party having sided labor, 
liberating it when oppressed giving to it homes'eads 
in the public domain, and supporing schools at 
the public expense for the chiidren of all classes, 
recognize now more fully than ever the great in- 
terests of American labor, itsclaim upon the care 
of the government, snd its right to an €q=al con 
sideration with capital. 

_ That the republican party stands by its legis!a- 
tion known asthe Scott law,'and condemns the 
want of sincerity of the democratic party in respeet 
thereto.

INSTRUCTED FOR BLAINE. 


Dakota Gets Over Her Wrangiing and Instructs for 
the Fiumed K night. 

Huron, April 24.—It was four o’clock this 
morning before the matter of the contesting 
delegations had been disposed of in the terri- 
torial republican convention, and this was 
followed by a couple of hours in wrangling 
before a permenant organization was effect- 
ed. W. Plummer of the Fargo Republican, 
was made permanent chairman. The 
chairman, addressed the convention adyo-~ 
cating the election of Blaine delegates to 
Chicago. The following delegates were 
then elected: W.E Nelsonand Colonel J. 
E. Jolly. A resolation favoring Blaine for 
president and Lincoln for vice president was 
adopted, with three cheers, and the delegates 
were instructed to vote for them as Jong as 
there was a possibility for their nomination. 


THE MICHIGAN REPUBLICANS. 


Ths Biaine Men Carry a Majority of the Delegates te 
Chicago. 

GranpD Raprps, Mich., April 24 —The re 
publican state convention met at 11 o’clock 
to-day, in Power's opera house. R. G. Horr, 
of Saginaw, was made temporary chairman. 
He spoke at considerable length on the issues 
of the day: A secretary from each district 
was then elected. The committees on cre- 
dentials, permanent organization and resolu- 
tions, were chosen by the districts, and the 
convention then took a recess until two 
o'clock in order to give the committees time 
for déliberation. M. C. Burch, of Grand 
tapids, was nade permanent chairman. 

THE PLATFORM 

The adopted platform re-affirms the princi- 
ples enunciated in the republican platforms 
for the last quarter of a century. It expresses 
the faith of the Michigan republicans in the 
ability of the party to secure in the fature, 
as in the past, sach modifications and reforms 
as time and .experiexsce shall preve neces- 
sary. It also expresses  confi- 
deuce that the wisdom and patriotism 
of the Chicago convention will formulate a 
platform and nominate candidates that the 
people will approve, and that will, next No- 
vember, call out from Michigan the old time 
repuolican majority. 

The election of delegates to the nationa 
convention being in orer, the names of Ros- 
well G Horr, J G Burrows, Harry A 
Conart, W F Swift, Samuel © Watson and W 
Y Atwood Were placed in nomination. The 
last two represent the colored element. 
The rules were suspended and Congressman 
Horr was elected by acclamation; also W F 
Swift. Samuel C Watson was chosen on the 
second ballet, and J G Burrows on the third 
ballot. Tne preferences of the district dele- 
gates, as near as can be ascertained, are as 
follows:

The custom- 
house portion of the convention metin an- 
other room, and elected Lewis G. Martin and 
W. C.Ciay delegates, with Joseph Warren 
and John H. Murphey, both colored, as al- 
ternates. 
After the announcement of the state com- 
mittee last evening in Richmond, Va., speech 
making became the order of the night, and 
continued until long after midnight.

Lewiston, Me, April 23.—The state green- 
back convention assembled here to-day. C. ©, 
Emerson, of Auburn, presided. Dr. A. 
Eaton presented the following resolution: 

‘Having an abiding faith in our priaciples, re- 
garding both parties as common political foes, 
we Can only take our candidates from our own 
party and we herevy declare that we are opposed 
to fusion with either of the old parties, either open 
or secret.”’ 

After a lively debate the resolution was 
referred to the committee on resolutions. The 
committee reported in favor of laying the 
resolution on the table. The convention re 
fused to lay it on the table, and after a sharp 
fight voted to adoptit. A motion to nomi 
nate ex Congressman Ladd for governor fel! 
flat, a dozen hands only being raised. Dr. 
Eiton was then nominated by ballot. 
Four delegates were chosen to the national 
convention. Resolutions were adopted de- 
claring that the government should alone ex- 
ergise the function of issuing all currency, 
declaring against monopoiics, demanding the 
enactment of laws to prevent the 
employment of young’ children in 
factories, and for their compulsory education ; 
condemning the practice of exempting cer- 
tain classes of property from taxation, and 
declaring that in the opinion of the conven 
tion the question of a constitutional prohibi- 
tory amendment should not be made a party 
issue. A resolution favoring the nomination 
of General Butler for president was unani- 
mously adopted, and the platform of the 
Chicago convention cf 1880 wasadopted. The 
delegates to the national convention for the 
several districts were elected, also electors at

INTERSTATB COMMERCE. 


Senater Culiom’s Bill for the Regulation of Interstate 
Commerce. 

WASHINGTON, April 24-—The senate com- 
mittee on railroads unanimously reported 
favorably, with a few minor amendments the 
bill prepared by Senator Cullom to establish 
& commission to regulate interstate commerce 
aud for other purposes. It creates a coramis- 
sion to be hnown as the interstate comuierce 
commission of five members, to be appointed 
by the prerident, by and with the advice 
and consent of the _ senate. It 
provides that not more than three of the com- 
missioners shall be members of one political 
party. The commission shall bave supervi 
sion over all matters pertaining to the regu- 
lation of commerce among the several states 
and territorits, and the methods of operation 
of all transportation companies engaged in 
interstate commerce, and it is made the duty 
of the commission to enforce the provisions 
of the act by all lawful means within its 
power. If any transportation company en- 
gaged in interstate commerce shall demand 
or receive in the transaiis:ion of the business 
of inter state commerce, more than reasona- 
ble rates of compensation, it shall be deemed 
guaity of extortion, or ifany such company 
shail directly or indirectly, by any rebate, 
draw back or other device, collect orreceive 
from any person a greater .com pensation for 
any service it may render in the transmission 
of interstate commerce than it coilectsor 
receives from any other person for like 
service, oriiit pneglec sor refuses to furnish 
equal facilities, it shall be deemed guilty of 
uvjust discrimination. Complaints of extor- 
tiou or unjust discrimination are to be in- 
vestigated by the commission. If in the 
case the complaints are found te be well 
founded, the companies refuse repara- 
lion, or to desist from the objec. 
tionable practice, the commussion is 
required to certify the facts to the district 
atturney of the United States for the judiciary 
district in which the act complained of oc- 
curred, and it shall be the duty of the dis- 
trict attorsey, on the request of the com- 
plainant, tocommence such proceedings in 
the name of the complainant as may be nec- 
essary to recover any damages sustained by 
the demand. In cése of a failure to convict, 
the complainants shall pay the costs of suit, 
attorneys’ fees excepted. Any com 
pany convicted, either of ex 
tortion or unjust discrimination, 
shall forfeit and pay for each offense a fine 
of not exceeding $1,000. Any company that 
shall negiect or refuse to make such annual 
reports as the commission may require, or 
that shall neglect or refuse to answer any 
question, or to produce any books, papers, 
contract or document, or properly certilied 
ubstract,thereof called fur by the commission 
in making investigations, shail be deemed 
guility of, a misdemeenor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
$1,000 for each offense. The salary of the 
commissioners is fixed at $4400 each, 
and of the secretary to the commission 
at $3 500. In making inves'igations the com-~ 
mission is armed withpower to require the 
attendance of witnesses, to administer oaths 
and to require the production ofall books, 
papers, contracts and documents, or properly 
certified abstracts thereof, relating to any 
matter under investigation, and is author- 
ized to conduct the investigation in any por~ 
tion of the United BSiates. Phe 
commissson is authorized to require 
annual reports from all transportation com- 
panies interested in interstate commerce, to 
fix the time and precribe the manner in 
which such reports shall be made, and to re- 
quire from such comfanies specific answers 
to all questions upon which the commission 
may needinformation. Sixty thousand dol- 
lars is appropriated for the use and applica- 
tion of this act for the present and the next 
fiscal years.

The entire fire department was called out, 
but it was soon apparent that the mill was 
doomed to destruction. The mill was sup- 
plied with perforated sprinklers connected 
with the waterworks and controlled by valves 
located in the tower. These valves were not 
Open when the fire was first discoverea. 
When the men who were endeavor- 
ing to check the fire in the basement 
found their attempts to be futile, and fire was 
seen to be working its way up io the mili, an 
effort was made to turn on the sprinklers. By 
this time the fire was burning fiercely in the 
tower ani only a few of the sprinkiers could 
be turned on, the men being driven bac« by 
the flames, Despite the efforts of the fire- 
men, the flames spread and the headway so 
quickly attained was soon beyond all power 


to control. 
WRAPPED IN FLAMES. 

The tlames climbed tne elevator shaft. 
Soon after 7 o'clock the flames were issuing 
from the upper stories and at eight the whole 
upper part of the mill was a niass of fismes 
fromthe roof tothe basement. At 10:30 p 
m nothing was left of the mill but the tower 
and a’portion of*thejwalls. With the exception 
of the lower story of the ergine house, in an 
ell in the rear, the mill is a tots!§ loss gwhich 
will amount to abdvnut $600,000.

MAHONE AT HOME. 

Our telegrams yesterday morning embodied 
some news that isnot all news. It was an- 
nouced that the readjuster party of Virginia, 
led by little Billy Mahone, had formally tied 
and approved the knot which attaches it to 
the iong black tail of republicanism. While 
there has never been the slightest doubt as 
to the purposes of those who have allowed 
themselves to be led by Mahone, the siate- 
ment that they have cut loose from all pre- 
tense ofsympathy with the democratic party 
is not less interesting than instructive. 

The resolutions of the read) uster conven- 
tion indorsing the aims of the republican 
party and adopting the name of that corrupt 
Organization, means nothing more nor less 
than that Mahone is convinced that all fur- 
ther shamming will be useless. He has com- 
pleted the circle of independentism and 
*‘anti-bourbonism,’’ and he is no longer under 
the necessity of disguising the fact that he is 
& republican with all that the name implies. 

Mahone is an expert politician, whatever 
else may be said of him, and there is no 
doubt that he has seen the drift of things 
from the first. The result of the last election 
was such as to convince him beyond doubt 
that his purposes had been fathomed by the 
white people of Virginia, and so he has taken 
what must be admitted to be a very cunning 
advantage of the first opportunity to save the 
republican loaves and fishes for himself and 
his own personal friends and followers. This 
was the secret of the enthusiasm with which 
the resolutions were received. The convyen- 
tion was composed of Mahone men, and the 
enthusiasm, as well as the programme, was 
cut and dried. 

There has never been any doubt as to the 
tendency of independentism in the south. 
Its tendency has been the same in Georgia as 
in Virginia. It is true, Mahone called him- 
self a readjuster, but the condition of the 
state debt of Virginia was merely an excuse 
for an attempt to destroy the democratic party. 
In Georgia, the independent leaders were also 
“readjusters."’ They saw ‘rings’ where 
nope existed, and borrowed from the repub- 
lican vocabulary tbe honorable term *‘bour- 
bonism”’ as an epithet to be used against the 
democrats. ‘ 

In Virginia Mahone was lucky enough to 
close the eyes of a great many honest men 
to his real purposes, but when there 
was no longer any doubt as to 
these purposes, he found himse)f 
stranded. Lacking no element of boldness. 
he bes extricated himssif from the confusion 
of the readjusting business by giving himself 
and his party over to the republicans. There 
Was & similar attempt made in Georgia when 
the notorious ‘coalition’ movement was in- 
Sugurated at the Markham house in Atlanta. 
but this movement collapsed almost the mo- 
ment it was devised.

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THE BaNKRUPTCY BILL, 

The Lowell bankruptcy bill went through 
the senate by the strong vote of 32 to 13 
Only one republican voted against the bill, 
Mr. Plumb of Kansas, and Mersrs. Farley of 
California and Voorhees of Indiana, were the 
only other northern senators that voted in 
the negative. Undoubtedly the bill could be 
pushed through the house if it could be 
reached. The judiciary committee will have 
not an opportunity inside of a month to ask 
that a day be set for its consideration, and in 
the meanwhile the bill lies on the speaker's 
table, where bills thus far this session have 
rested without being once disturbed. 

The bill is not, as some would bave us be- 
lieve, the result of a demand from 
the business interests; it is a bill 
desired by the creditor class in the 
middle and New England states, who think 
they have not had a fair chance at a debtor's 
assets under state laws end state preferences 
There is nositrong demand for, a general 
bankruptcy law ineither the west or the 
south; and nosuc: law is wanted unle:s it is 
clearly a just and wise measure. No law is 
wanted that will promote dishonest failures, 
and the Lowell bi!: contains no pivvisions to 
prevent the professional bankrupt from car- 
rying on his old time occupation. 

In some respects the bill isan exceilent one. 
It does not restore the fees of the old law. It 
vests the appoiatments in the Uuited States 
courts, thus taking them out of pol:tics. The 
officers draw taiaries instead fees. Every 
party petitioning for bankrup cy, whether 
debtor or creditor, shall pay tw the clerk of 
the court $50, and every trustee shall pay one 
per cent of the gross amount realized from 
the assets, and every debtor making compo- 
sition shali pay one-half of one per cent of 
the amount ofsuch composition. These fees 
all to be paid by theclerk into the treasury 
of the United States, 

Any person owing debis exceeding $300, 
and unableto pay, may, by petition, apply 
to be adjudicated a bankrupt, and the filing 
of such petition shall be deemed an act of 
bankruptcy. 

Any person owing debts exceeding $1,000, 
who leaves his state to avoid his creditors, or 
conceals himseif to avoid arrest or service of 
legal process, or makes a fraudulent transfer 
of his property, or suspends payment of his 
commercial paper on open accounts for thirty 
days after the same are due and payable, or 
who makes a fraudulent preference, shal! be 
deemed to have committed an act of bank- 
ruptcy, and may be adjudged a bankrupt, on 
petition of three or more of his creditors, 
whose bills would amount in all to $500. 

The biil excepts and exempts in favor of 
the bankrupt necessary and proper wearing 
apparel for himself and family, and such 
other property as may be exempted from at- 
tachment by laws of the United States, or the 
state in which the bankruptcy proceedings 
are instituted, and the court may, from these 
assets, allow the bankrupt asum not to ex- 
ceed $500 for his support, pending the pro- 
ceedings, if his circumstances require it 
reasona>le wages for any service rendered his 
estate at the request of his trustee. and the 
usual fees when attending as a witness. 
f.NOTHER PENSION BILL. 

Just before each presidential election a 
sweeping pension bill is rushed through con- 
gress, altogether without regard to the 
amount it willdraw out of the treasury, and 
altogether without regard to the burdens of 
the great mass of tax payers. The object of 
such bills is to secure vetes, and the dema- 
gogues of both parties are always eager to 
shove them through. The calamity ofthe 
coming election was passed under a suspen- 
sion ofthe rules in the houseon Monday. 
It is a most extraordinary measure, coming 
from a congress that can scarcely be induced 
to pension the veterans of the Mexican war. 
This bill was passed without discussion, with- 
outademand for information, and yet it 
creates a new class of claimants, and opens 
the door of the treasury to innumerable 
frauds. 

The bill provides that every person who 
served three monthsin the field in any war 
in which the United States was engaged, and 
who, by reason of any wound, injury or dis- 
ease which there is probable cause to believe 
originated im the service in the line of duty, 
is now disabled in whole or in part for pro- 
curing subsistence by manual labor, shall be 
placed on the pension rolls, Mark the words, 
“probable cause to believe.’’ The bill simply 
means that every applicant for a pension 
shail have one. 

But this is motall. A new class of claim- 
ants is created by the provision that parents 
whose sons were killed, shall be entitled to 
pensions. They need not under this new bill 
show that they were dependent upon their 
sons for support. They are to claim a pen- 
sion, and it shall be granted. 

Then, again, this extraordinary bill 
provides that a claimant need not prove 
that he was diseased when he entered 
the service. Thousands of claims will spring 
up under this provision alone; and under 
any provision of the bill there will arise an 
incredible amount of hard swearing. The 
bill in effect offers a pension to any ex-soldier 
who will swear that he wants one. 

In thirty minutes this bill, that will cost 
the people tens of millions, was passed, and 
there was not before the house a particle of 
information as to the amountit would take 
out of the treasury. Could demagogry farther 
go? Fifty seven men only voted against it— 
all from the south except Mr. Eaton, of Con- 
necticut, Messrs. Blount, Buchanan, Can- 
dier, Clements, Crisp, Hammond, Hardeman, 
seese and Turner voted against it. Mr. 
Nicholls was paired with Mr. Chace, of Rhode 
Isiand.

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SAVANNAH AND NEW ORLEANS. 
There seems to be a little trouble of a com- 
mercial nature between Savannah and New 
Orleans.

It hopes also that ihe state- 
ments made by the News are somewhat ex- 
aggerated, and givesits merchants a broad 
hint to the effect that they slfould not sit 
idly by and allow the trade to slip away from 
them, 

One of the advantages of Savannah, as set 
forth by the News, is thatit isa quick mar- 
ket. While prices average about the same in 
the two cities, cotton is paid for in Savan- 
nah in five days, while in New Orleans thirty 
days frequently elapse before it is paid for. 
The Times-Democrat calisattention to this, 
and hints that there is room for amend- 
ment, but it isdifficult to amenda custom. 

We sympathize heartily with “yr Orleans 
as the site of an exposition that promises to 
be of great benefit to the whole south, but in 
a watter of trade we sympathize with 
Sayannab. There is noreason why Savannah 
should not have the trade of west Florida 
and the Chattahoochee river country, and 
there is nothing to prevent the business men 
from getting it and retainjng it bat a lack of 
energy on their part.

Cotton for Future Delivery, 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 24, 1884 —Editors Constity- 
tion—Gentlemen: I have read your article headed 
‘Plant Cotton,” addressed to the farmers. Alier 
reading it carefully I fear it will not be Properly 
construed, and the good you expect to result bene- 
ficially to the farmer if adopted, might prove detri 
mental to them. In the first place, you suggest to 
sell their cotion for future delivery, as they can 
realize about 10%¢ cents for their cotton. To that 
proposition I will state that the farmers have been 
getting for the last eight or ten years ten cents for 
their cotton, in the eariy months. You 
advice to 6 tbem to sell futures is 
dangerous in iw tendency, as it 
Certainly a species of speculation, and a very dan. 
géerous One, for farmers of all classes of Pt Ople 
sbhouid not speculate in cotton. My observation

The English govern- 
ment has sent invitations for the proposed 
conference regarding Egyptian affairs, to ali 
the powers which signeo the treaty of Berber. 
it estimates that. Egypt is in need 
ofa fresh loanjof $8,000,000. 

A cabinet council was held this morning in 
Cairo at which the khedive presided. It was 
resolved that an immediate dispatch of troops 
to upper Egypt is imperatively necessary. 
Nubar Pasha was directed to submit the reso- 
lution to the British government. 

DEBATED IN COMMONS 

In ihe house of commons to day Mr. Glad- 
stone refused to state what reply had been 
sent to Kgypt’s suggestion in regard to the re- 
lief of Berber. Berber, he said, was 
doubtless in danger, but kK hartoum 
was in no danger, either military or any 
Other. The government fully recognised the 
obligation they were under for the safety of 
Gordon and would put taemselves in a posi- 
tion to render all needful assistance. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, under-foreign 
secretary, said that Nuber Pasba refused to 
retain office unless Berber were relieved. He 
Stated also, that no instructions bad been 
sent to Baker Pasha at Suakim regarding the 
treatment of the slaves. 

THE RELIEF OF BERBER. 

Lonpon, April 24 —The final decision of the 
government in regard to the expedition for 
the relief of Berber has been postponed until 
the arrival of Sir Evelyn Baring and General 
Graham on Monday. After to-day’s council 
at Cairo, General Sir Evely Wood advised the 
government that the expedition should con- 
sist of 2,000 Egyptians and 500 English troops, 
General Wolseley, at the cabinet meeting 
yesterday, insisted that no ad- 
vance should be made until 
after the rising of the Nile. Sir Evelyn 
Wood recommends Grenefel for command,of 
the expedition. LEari Granyille’s note to the 
powers consists merely of a financial state- 
ment without reference to the conference, 
Although the tone of the French press is 
unfriendly towards England, the relations 
between the two givernments are harmon 
ous. The chief official of the French em- 
bassy and M. Waddington, French munister, 
left London on Saturday for three week’s 
vacation. 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN AMERICA. 

Lonpon, April 24.—Ihe Times says: The 
friends of technical education in England will 
read with unmitigated envy the accounts of 
the development of industrial education in 
America. The Eoglish are only just begin- 
ning to realize the vast importance of organ- 
izea technical instruction.

The fellowing isacopy ofthe letter from 
Archbishop Corrigan to Secretary 
Frelinghuysen, written upon the receipt of 
the news that the college had been exempted 
from sale.

Frelinghuysen, secretary of [state, Washing- 
ton, - Dear Sir: gin the name of Cardinal 
McClosky, I have the honor te acknowledge 
the receiptof your favor of the 29th ult., 
which conveys the gratifying 
intelligence that the American 
college in Rome has been exempted 
from sale impending over the property of the 
propagands, his eminence begs to tender his 
thanks to his excellency, the president, 
to yourself and Mr. Astor, 
minister resident in Rome, 
for the very courteous, prompt and effica- 
cious interest taken in this matier. Besides 
expressing his own indebt2dness for the good 
offices of the government, so kindly and so 
successfully interposed, the cardinal feels 
that he may also make himself the inter- 
preter of the gratitude of the otber bishops 
of the United States, as well as of the entire 
Catholic population.
